Doughton Favorable. 

Doughton conferred during the 
day with Chairman Harrison, 
Democrat, Mississippi, of the sen- 
ate finance committee and Repre- 
sentative Cooper, Democrat, Ten- 
nessee, chairman of the ways and 
means subcommittee on taxation. 


Later Doughton told reporters that 
defense taxes “ought to be levied” 
before the session ends. If Presi- 
dent Roosevelt asked for his opin- 
ion, he added, that would be his 
reply. 

Because the end of the session 
was so near at hand, Doughton 
said, it probably would be impos- 
sible to undertake a general revi- 
sion of the tax laws. However, he 
thought some changes could be 
made and “some revenue could be 
raised.” with a general revision 
postponed unti] the next session. 

Boost Debt Limit. 

There was apparently no 
thought that the entire defense bil! 
could be covered by increased 
taxes, leading to a widespread ex- 
pectation that the present limit on 
the size of the national debt might 
be increased also. This maximum 
is now $45,000,000,000 and the na- | 
tional debt is approaching that fig- 
ure. Without legislation raising the 
limitation, funds could not be bor- 
rowed which would push the debt 
beyond this level. 

Several senators said they saw 
no reason why an “emergency de- 
fense tax bill” could not be passed 
without unduly prolonging the ses- 
sion. One proposal was that a 
“windfall tax” be levied to capture 
for the government unusual prof- 
its resulting from the defense 
emergency.

STREET FLOOR 
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Status of U.S. Army 

President Roosevelt, in his “fireside chat” 
to the nation on Sunday night, spoke with dis- 
arming frankness about the present status of 
the American defense forces. More in the tones 
of his voice than in the statistical figures 
given, his message, in this particular, was of 
the type to reassure the nation. While admit- 
ing the army is woefully small in the light of 
the threat apparent in the world events, at the 
same time he stressed how much improvement 
has taken place during the past seven years. 

It might be well, therefore, to extend the 
remarks on this subject so that we may all 
have an accurate picture of the actual 
strength, in men and equipment, of the United 
States army as it is today. As to other branches 
of the service, analysis is not so important, due 
to the fact that the navy, whiie far from large 
enough, has been given new ships and equip- 
ment and brought to a high state of fighting 
efficiency. The navai problem simply resolves 
itself into the need for many more ships and 


the training of the personnel to man them. 
If the British navy goes, we must have a two- 


ocean navy, in place of a one-ocean fleet as 
now. That is all. 

The army situation is rather more involved, 
because of the rapid changes in tactical and 
equipment need, brought about by the lessons 
of the war in Europe. 

It is, perhaps, unfortunate that details of 
the army strength, and lacks, are readily avail- 
able for everyone, including any foreign power 
interested. But they are available and there is, 
therefore, no giving away of military informa- 
tion in the analysis to follow. 

The figures are taken from the words of 
General Marshall, chief of the army staff, in 
the course of hearings before the senate, appro- 
priations committee on April 30, last. 


The present army strength is 227,000 men, 
with early increase contemplated to a maxi- 
mum peacetime strength of 400,000. 


However, this nation today could only put 
75,000 men in the field as a mobile force. Even 
for these, according to General Marshall, “some 
equipment is still lacking but, in general, I will 
Say that in a state of fair efficiency; with 
many of the most modern weapons; with mod- 
ernized field artillery; we could put in the 
field at the present time, as a mobile force, 
about 75,000 men of the regular establishment.” 

That the nation is woefully weak in anti- 
aircraft guns is plain from General Marshall’s 
statement that, at the present rate of manu- 
facture and appropriation (this was before the 
President’s message to congress on defense 
needs and subsequent congressional action) we 
will have guns, directors and height-finders 
for 37 regiments. 

The first 90-millimeter gun, an AA essential. 
only came from the factory last January, and 
is now in process of manufacture. The army 
has ordered 24 of them. 

Of anti-tank guns the army has 218 and 
needs 1,556. This also is a weapon that takes 
time to manufacture. The army has on order 
526 but delivery cannot be made until June, 
1941. 

Of the modernized guns like the famous 
French 75’s, the army has only 101, with 499 
provided for by appropriations. 

Of the heavy, coast-defense guns, none have 
been manufactured in this country for many 
years and it is estimated that, to complete a 
16-inch such gun, and its carriage, would re- 
quire 2 1-2 years. 

If it became necessary to mobilize the na- 
tional guard, it would take from four to five 
months to produce the cloth needed to uniform 
the 85,000 additional men. 

National guard divisions are practically im- 
mobile. They have on hand and on order less 
than 14,000 motor vehicles out of normal, 
peacetime requirement of 44,000. 

General Arnold, chief of the air force, has 
made the flat statement that, on April 30, the 
army didn’t have a single, modern combat 
plane. That is, modern in the sense of those 
now in use by the Allies and by Germany. 

On March 31, this year, there were 2,700 
airplanes in the regular army and national 
guard, including all types. Of these General

Arnold said only a half-dozen could be mod- 
ernized. 

These are but a few of the facts that exist 
as to the United States army today. 

It is evident, if this nation is to have the 
impregnable defense she must have, for safety 
in a world aflame, the presidential request for 
a little more than one billion dollars in defense 
appropriation was far. too small. 

It is going to take money by the tens of 
billions, it is going to take complete national 
unity and it is going to take sacrifice and hard 
work by everyone of us to arm this nation as 
we must. 


Commencement Week 

This is the season of the year when youth, 
formal education complete, receives its diploma 
or degree and steps upon life’s stage to begin 
a new and more important role. 

Thousands of .boys and girls today stand 
on the threshold of life, eager to assume 
their responsibilities and to take their places 
in the workaday world. They bring to a weary 
older generation a new vitality, a new hope 
and the symbol of a new faith in ultimate 
triumph of truth. 

Horrific events are moving in the world of 
today at lightning speed. Happenings that may 
well decide the form of society under which 
generations for the next 1,000 years shall live 
are taking place almost overnight. No man can 
say with any degree of confidence what may 
face the boys and the girls who, this spring, 
end their school careers. 

In such a world there is nothing more vital 
than that each shall come into responsibility 
imbued with a love for democracy that shall 
regard life itself as small sacrifice for that 
ideal. Each must be ready. and eager to serve 
the greater good of their fellows, whether that 
service is in the uniform of the nation, in 
workshop, or at home. 

And, above and beyond even the democracy 
whose blessings they have known in childhood, 
must be a constant faith that, no matter how 
dark the clouds, the sun of truth shall event- 
ually shine again. It is a time in world history 
in which can survive only those men and 
women who cling always to the knowledge that 
right must, eventually triumph, and that in- 
justice and cruelty can win only temporary and 
false victories. 

Young America of today inherits a spirit 
that brought this country through previous 
darknesses into the light of freedom.- Young 
America of today will be called upon for strug- 
gle and sacrifice and faith like unto that of 
the fathers of the nation in days long past. 

So long as Young America of today holds 
firm to the same inspired faith upon which the 
nation was founded it cannot, in the final 
story, fail. 


Oldstyle Propaganda 

Receipt by various educational institutions 
in Atlanta of volumes put out by the German 
Library of Information, of New York, illustrates 
the continued crudity of the German idea in 
regard to propaganda material for spreading 
in such a nation as this. 

Stories of alleged atrocities were believed 
to be in the discard as effective propaganda 
after the first World War. So many of those 
told at that time were later exposed as utter 
myths, that the intelligent world should not 
be expected to swallow similar yarns today. 

Yet, last week, the Germans sent to Atlanta 
schools a volume purporting to tell of atroci- 
ties perpetrated -by the Poles against the “Ger- 
man minority.” They are given in the guise of 
factual reports from German courts of inquiry, 
held after the Nazi blitzkrieg had engulfed 
that unfortunate country. They defeat their 
own purpose by the monotony of repetition 
and by the excess of the brutality charged. 

Undoubtedly there were individual cases of 
vicious cruelty perpetrated on Germans in Po- 
land. Just as there have been vicious cases of 
brutality perpetrated upon unfortunate mob 
victims in America. Witness the recent exposure 
of flogging outrages in Fulton county. 

But to expect an intelligent people to ac- 
cept such stories as justification for the Nazi 
side of the present war is to expect moronic 
incredulity. 

Even were all of these stories true, in all 
detail, nothing could excuse the slaughter of 
100,000 helpless civilians in Rotterdam, the 
strafing of fleeing civilian refugees by German 
airplanes upon the congested highways of 
France. 

The utter treachery and filthy cruelty of 
the Nazi regime is too dark for the worst pos- 
sible stories of alleged “atrocities” against Ger- 
mans, in any European nation, to provide 
apology. 

It is unnecessary to enter into a “you did!” 
“I didn't!” argument with any German propa- 
gandists. The record of German crueltv to the 
Jews, to Catholics and to other minorities in 
her own borders, to say nothing of the inhuman 
ruthlessness of her war against unarmed ci- 
vilians, puts the Nazis beyond the pale of hu- 
man sympathy.

AGAINST WHOM GUARD?: WASHINGTON, May 27.—There 


are a few important Americans, 
even one or two in high positions in the government, who have 
something very like a sneaking admiration for the Nazi movement. 
Take, for example, Colonel Truman Smith, an influential member 
of the army intelligence staff, at whose house Colonel Charles Lind- 
bergh is reported to have stayed to make his recent remarkable 
speech. 

Colonel Smith tends to speak with scorn of the softness of demo- 
cratic liberalism, has long regarded the Nazi military machine as 
the master work it is now tragically proven to be, and is notably 
silent on the subject of the system which produced the master work. 
The peculiar Lindbergh attitude towards the onward march of the 
men of mud and blood seems to be about the same as the Smith 
attitude. The two men are old friends,,and as military attache in 
Berlin Smith had a part in introducing Lindbergh to the technical 
achievements, as well as to some of the leaders of the Nazi regime. 
The reports that Lindbergh stayed at Smith’s house fo make his 
speech also suggest that Smith may have been asked for advice 
on the speech’s content. 

Smith is, of course, an easy case to explain. He was in the 
Same class at Yale with such men as Archibald MacLeish and John 
W. Hanes, but where they returned to private life afte: the first 
World War, Smith continued in the army. As all army officers 
must, he no doubt felt some resentment at the poor pay and gen- 
eral neglect which this country lavishes on its defense services. 
Then he went to Berlin as a military attache. Being a military 
intellectual and something of a fanatic about his profession, he 
probably felt even more than the usual army officer’s pvrofessional 
admiration for the Germans as war-makers. Probably it was pleas- 
ant to him, after his American experience as an army man, to find 
that 1n Germany a uniform made you a sort of demi-god. Cer- 
tainly he formed intimate friendships with many of the chief Ger- 
man military men, and with one or two Nazi leaders of the type of 
Hermann Goering. His knowledge of the German army is so great 
that he has been kept on in the military intelligence although he 
is not well. 


THE DANGER FROM WITHIN iin truth Smith, abhorrent 


though some of his*opinions 
may seem, is not the sort of man to worry about. As yet we in 
America need not even greatly worry about such special cases as the 
Nazi Bund members, their Communist fellow travelers, and the pro- 
fessed Nazi agents like the Boston and San Francisco consuls, Dr. 
Herbert Scholz and Captain Fritz Weidermann. They can be dealt 
with very firmly but very calmly. 

The men we in America must’ fear, at this terrible crisis in our 
history are the fat-faced, complacent, stupid and interested men 
whose monoric passivity may prevent the country from acting as 
boldly and quickly as this crisis demands. Some of them are petty 
partisans, terrified that the tension of a time of deadly danger will 
give political advantage to the President they hate. Some are 
woolly-headed optimists who cannot bear to see the dream world 
in which they live shattered by the brutal and bloody reality. But 
most are just shortsighted men, who mouth the same old non- 
sense that lulled England and France to sleep, and proudly call 


it “realism.” 
TALK OF A “REALIST” One of them was here the other day, 
a richly upholstered fellow, staying 
richly at a rich man’s hotel, complaining furiously of tne govern- 
ment agency which had pried him out of his powerful New York 
bank to discuss certain problems of regulation. He was one of those 
whom the elder Charles Francis Adams was thinking of when he 
said the businessmen he disliked were those distinguished only by 
“a certain low cunning.” 

And he was telling all and sundry what ought to be done about 
the Nazi menace—giving his important opinions, mayhap, at the 
very moment when the German bombers, flying wing to wing, 
were crossing and recrossing a square mile of the most populous 
quarter of Rotterdam, reducing the work of centuries of civiliza- 
tion to broken shards and smoking ruins, and murdering 100,000 
innocent, unarmed men and women who had made peace already. 

But this kind of thing, and the simple method of mass murder 
by which the Germans have “digested” their polish and Czecho- 
Slovaian conquests, had apparently not been brought to our banker’s

TIRED OF WAR? If you are weary of the war and want an 
escape, I can recommend a book. 

It is a longish book. It deals with pioneer days in Maine. It 
is an unusual book in that no Indians whoop about the cabins. 
There is an occasional fear of them, but they never appear. 

There is no war in the story, except that now and then a person 
drops in who has been to fight the British. And late in the book 
one of the settlers, who had gone off to fight, is killed. But no 
war intrudes its clamor. Like the Indians, its alarms and deaths 
are heard from afar off. 

The book moves on its way steadily with a close-meshed story 
so that one knows it was written only after long and painstaking 
study of the actual site of the settlement, its rivers and its history 

The author, Ben Ames Williams, who long has been one of my 
favorite tellers of tales, called it “Come Spring.” It is a really fine 
story. 

It is a New England story and it could not have been written 
about any other section because no other section was as: isolated 
as this one in the far reaches of the Maine woods. 


A STRONG STORY It is a story of strength. There no 


single great act of heroism in :t ere 
is no one great event to run for many chapters. It is a story of 
living. There were struggles for food. There were days when 
there was little food and days when they feasted.

They still believe people can be cowed by means of merciless 
brutality, though much experience has shown that none are brought 
to heel by this method except the oppressed who have been servile 
for many generations, ee 

To pave the way for further conquests, they assembled officials 
of little neutral countries and showed them movies of the devasta- 
tion in Poland. 

For all of its cold brutality, it was a childish gesture, 
old. old trick of saying: “See how tough we are, and tremble.” 

Santa Anna tried the same bluff after his vastly superior forces 
had wiped out the little garrison in the death-trap of the Alamo. 
He sent a note to Sam Houston in which he boasted that the same 
fate would befall every man who rebelled against his authority. 

It didn’t work, for he was dealing with free-born men who were 
not afraid to die and preferred death to shameful surrender. And 
these same men, though greatly outnumbered, soon defeated his 
army and held him prisoner. 

The Nazis will learn that free-born men are still hard to scare. 
Frightfulness will not cow them, but only teach them to hate. 

There is no new horror in war. The Nazis have done nothing 
that wasn’t done by their fathers—except in making wreckage more 
quickly because the way was made easy by treachery and the un- 
preparedness of the victims. Given every advantage, they crushed 
the weak—but others before them did as thorough a job with torch 
and sword and spear and club. 

Free men will not be terrified by pictures. 
that high explosives would tear down buildings and kill people; 
that fire would burn; that bullets would kill. After years of famil- 
iarity with pictures of the World War, they are not awed or t rri- 
fied by new pictures of destruction. | 

It is given to man but once to die. And any man worthy to live 
will face death and fight to the limit of his powers rather than sub- 
mit to an arrogant brute who would rule him.

The way to deal with the “fifth 
column” in the United States is to 
know what its agents are doing 
and stop their doing it. This is 
not impossible, but it demands 
planned legislation and systematic 
action.

The Pelleys, Edmondsons, James 
Trues and innumerable others are, 
consciously or unconsciously, the 
shock troops of this wing of the 
“fifth column, and they are plen- 
tifully supplied with propaganda 
material directly from Germany 
It does no good to arrest individ- 
uals from this group. The whole 
propaganda must be stopped by 
some covering law. You cannot 
incite against Jews in Switzerland 
or conduct a campaign to deprive 
them of their legal rights as Swiss 
citizens, and that law shuts up a 
great part of the propaganda. 
ANOTHER 
FINGER 

Another finger of the hand, 
‘reaching into the heart of our in- 
stitutions, is made up of Irish who 
have been incited against Great 
Britain—not against the British 
sovernment, but against the Brit- 
ish people. The anti-English and 
anti-Protestant campaigns find 
support in some circles of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church, and for the 
Nazis this is wonderful, because it 
in turn produces an anti-Catholic 
reaction. 

The Nazis, time and again, have 
used the very people whom they 
have later coldly destroyed. They 
have used the Irish Republican 
army, for instance, but, if they 
conquer Great Britain, Ire- 
land and England will be another 
Poland. They already have a plan 
for. crowding English. Catholics 
into Ireland while they deport 
English Protestants to the do- 
minions. 

The followers of Stalin play 
Hitler's game abroad by con- 
spiracy to sabotage armament, 
disrupt industries by strikes, halt 
transportation of essential war 
materials and spread pacifism.

Outside of Germany, Russia, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Poland, Den- 
mark, Norway, Holland, Belgium, 
France and Great Britain, the 
Nazis and Communists are our 
leading pacifists and spreaders ol 
brotherly love.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sunday.—Mrs. Morgenthau and I rose 
early on Friday morning and went with the NYA state director, 
Mr. Callahan, to see the four houses in which the resident NYA 
boys at Arthurdale are living. : These boys cer- 
tainly do a thorough job of housekeeping. 

Everything was spic and span and I think this 
project will develop into something really val- 
uable for the community. Immediately after 
this inspection, we started on our drive from 
Arthurdale to Wheeling, W. Va., which seemed 
short. Strange to say, we found ourselves ahead 
of schedule. 7 

Our first stop was to be a few miles out- 
side of Wheeling. A mine superintendent had 
written to ask me if I would spend five min- 
utes beside the road, for some of his men 
wanted a chance to see me. I did so, and they 
presented me a letter from which I quote, because it shows what 
can be done when people of good will meet together. Here it is: 

“There exists here a fine spirit of co-operation between the 
employes and the emplover. Under the union agreement, all griev- 
ances are taken up with the proper officials and a settlement 
reached that is satisfactory to all concerned. 

*“In tribute to the efficient and humanitarian policy adhered to 
by the management, I might say that the mines are operating with 
a minimum of labor-saving machinery and everything that is hu- 
manly possible has been done to provide work for as many men as 
possible under the circumstances. This is all the more noteworthy 
when one takes into consideration the fact that competition is very 
keen in the coal business and the installation of modern machinery 
by the other companies has made that competition the harder to 
meet. 

“The officials of the coal company are also to be commended for 
their treatment of the aged coal miners, since not a single employe 
has been laid off due to advanced age.” 

Next we stopped off at the little WPA nursery school in a room 
over a garage. In that one room the food for the children is cooked 
in a corner. Their cots are put out when it is time to sleep. All 
their clothes and washing things are neatly hung on pegs along the 
wall and the few toys and educational material which they have 
kept on shelves and brought out when the room is cleared of cots 
and food. Not the most ideal situation under which to care for 
little children, but still the children looked well and those in charge 
toid me they had gained in weight. 

Then we lunched at Oglebay Park. This park is something 
pleasant to think about, but it seems a little hard to reach if you 
are short of cash and have a family to take out for a holiday. It 
is wild and beautiful in spots, the different camp sites are charming 
and the bridle paths and walking trails are a joy. I am very proud 
of the swimming pool and the building which goes with it where 
dances and parties may be held, for it is one of the best construc- 
tion jobs I have seen done by WPA.

Without co-ordination, it was 
pointed out, these various bodies 
might get in each other’s way. A 
ring covering several states might 
receive actual aid by premature 
action against some one segment 
of it located in a single city or 
state, where as nationally directed 
counter-forces would know of the 
total situation and be able to move 
simultaneously at several different 
points to suppress if. 

Working at cross-purposes: and 
with insufficient knowledge of all 
the factors involved would be 
avoided. 

Such a plan of organization 
would follow that of an army, with 
a GHQ to direct operations and 
local units—division, brigades, 
regiments, battalions and compa- 
nies— to carry them out. 

Nation-Wide Net. 

“The state patrols are all in 
communication with each other,” 
Major Sullivan pointed out. ‘This 
communication increases almost 
daily in effectiveness as new radio 
and teletype facilities are added. 

“Welded by national direction, 
they would be able to take care 
of the general needs of the situa- 
tion while the special federal 
agencies handled the important in- 
dividual cases as they arose.” 

The south’s small alien popula- 
tion encourages Major Sullivan in 
the belief Georgia’s own problem 
can be handled without undue dif- 
ficulty. This fact would leave 
southern organizations freer to 
give aid in national situations.

| way back to a place in society by 
tilling the soil at Georgia’s “Alca- 
traz of the Piney Woods” will ex- 
hibit the results of their labors to- 
morrow at the annual “field dem- 
onstration day.” 

Approximately 1,000 persons 
from all sections of. the state are 
expected to visit the Tattnall pris- 
on farm near Reidsville, which is 
operated by the State Board of 
Regents. 

Beginning at 10 
Bridges, superintendent of 
farm, will conduct a tour, explain- 
ing the latest agricultural .meth- 
ods used and the results. 

The visitors will gaze out over 
' large fields ’of lima beans, squash; 
cucumbers, tomatoes and all kinds 
of. truck farming veget-bles. They 
will see how cover crops, such as 
oats, corn and small grain, 
raised to the best advaitage. They 
will see some of the. 1,500 hogs, 
averaging 200 pounds each, that 
are raised annually by the prison 
Inmates.
